TORNADO TAKES 
TERRIFIC TOLL 
DOWN IN TEXAS 


Town of Rock Springs Virtu- 
ally Wiped Out by 
“Twister”

ROCK SPRINGS, Texas, April 
13—At least Fifty deal and more 
than 100 injured were taken to- 
day from the ruins of Rock 
Springs, which was_ virtually 
wiped out last night by the worst 
tornado in the history of this see- 
tion of Texas. 

Relief workers took possession of 


the town early this morning and 
more were arriving. 

The town was lashed into ruins in 
a few miiutes by a twister from the 
northeast, which razed all except a 
fow buildings, roaring down u two- 
mile path, 

Thirty bodies have been recovered. | 

All telephone lines to Rock Springs 
were severed when the tornado 
struck last night. A lineman suc- 
ceeded ta tapping a wire about a mile 
|from town and sent the first call for 
ald. First reports said the majority 
of the 800 resideats were dead or 
missing. Survivors then estimated 
the dead at more than 125. 

Lineman Has Pluck 

The telephone lineman soon erect- 
ed a temporary station and Gladys 
Lowery, the town's telephone oper- 
ator, worked through the severe elec- 
trical storm to get relief calls through 
to nearby towns. Jightning forced 
Missa Lowery from the line severa! 
times and prevented a detailed re- 
port. 


She said the tornado approached ' 


the town from the northeast and 
swept virtually everything before it 
as it cut @ path about two miles 
wide. Only a half dozen houses were 
left on foundations. 

Survivors were attempting to ad- 
minister to the injured and to re- 
cover the dead, but were without a 
Per building to administer first 
aid. 

May Send Plane 

The commandaat of Kelly 
here was considering sending an 
army plane to gain information to 
guide relief work, but it was doubt- 
ful if the ship could land because of 
flooded fields. 

Rock Springs is 120 miles cast of 
here, an inlaad town in the heart of 
a grazing district. The town stands 
jon a rocky dome, more than 2,000 
jfeet above sea level. Many of the 
houses were of frame construction. 
About one-fourth of the residents are 
Mexicans.

The verdict is as follows :— 
Startling Evidence 

The verdict followed evidence by 
Dr. Harold M. Vango, pathologist. 
when he etated that it was a blow 
to the chin which caused the death 
of the local boxer, and not the blow 
on the back of his head when he fell 
from the ring at the conclusion of 
the bout 

Reid fell through the ropes, ac- 
cording to witnesses, etriking his 
head on the floor with a crash, his 
feet hanging irside the lower rope. 
Death was at first believed to have 
been caused by this blow, but Dr. 
Vango established in the post-mor- 
tem that it waa the blow delivered 
by Bennie Williams, with whom he 
was boxing, which was the primary 
cause of death. j 

The final cause of death was ter-| 
minal pneumonia, contracted due to 
the paralyzed atate of Reid for auch | 
a long period. | 

C. Becker appeared at the hear- 
ing for the attorney general's de- 
partment, and following the verdict 
stated that the department is with- 
holding its decision on the case, the 
crux of the whole matter being| 
whether the bout was a prize fight 
or a boxing match.

Rising, he backed into the 
ropes, where he hung on until Ref- 
eree Bennie Tait stopped the bout. 
While the referee was deciaring W1I- 
liams winner, Reid fell through the 
ropes striking his head a resounding 
crash on the floor. , 

Dr. J. P. McCermick, who has ref- 
ereed boxing matches in Edmonton 
for the last 16 years, said that Ben- | 
nie Tait was right in not calling the 
match sooner. 

Dr. Chisholm, Sangudo, told the 
jury of attending the injured man 
following the match and that he de- 
cided that the injury was serious} 
when the man. lapsed into uncon-| 
sclousness 20 minutes after the fight | 
and not directly following the blow. | 

Bennie Tait explained the final, 
blow which brought the beginning | 
of the end of the fight Williams | 
shot over a hard right to the chin, 
which Willlams previouely admitted - 
ed had “‘a!) hie weight on it,’ and) 
Reid went down for the count of) 
four.
